Dr. E. R. Cook died Saturday af- 
ternoon at his home on Seventh 
street, from he infirmities of age. 

Since the death of his wife last 
yeBr he had been in poor health and 
broken in spirit.

In Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Maryland, Mississippi and Kentucky 
a Governor and other State officers 
are to be chosen; in New Jersey, a 
Governor only; in New York, two 
Associau Justices of the Court of 
Appeals: in Pennsylvania, a State 
Treasur r. and in Nebraska, a Rail- 
road Commissioner and two Regents 
of the State University. In Ohio, 
Utah and California, municipal of- 
ficers an* to be selected, while in 
New York county a number of 
Judges and Sheriff are to be voted 
tor. 

In Kentucky the qutlook for Dem- 
ocratic success has grown brighter 
from daj to day and the election of 
the Democratic ticket is considered 
practically certain. 

The Republicans tried another of 
the numerous tricks Saturday and 
sent out two long telegrams affirm- 
ing that the anti-saloon league had 
been api rised of a compact i'i the 
State bt tween Democratic candi- 
dates at:d brewery and liquor inter- 
ests. The dispatch said that the 
liquor people had been promised 
protection in return for support in 
Tuesday's election. 

The persons to whom the tele- 
grams were sent were urged to 
spread the report and to lfnd their 
aid to defeat the Democratic ticket!

Stemming District Tobacco Associa- 
tion to-day sold the entire crop of 
1907 in this district. The crop wag 
purchased by the Imperial Tobacco 
company. Mr. Elliott, the general 
manager of the company in this dis- 
trict is in England and the contract 
for the sale of this year's crop 
signed in that country and notice of 
the sale was recei ved here today- 
All the tobacco sold was in the 
pool. The district includes Hend< 

Webster, Union, Crittenden 
and Hopkins counties. The prices 
in today's sale were as follows: First- 
grade— Leaf, $10; lugs, $10; trash, 
Second gradje $9, $9 and $3. 
Third grade— $8,'$8 and $2. Fourth 
grade— $7. $7 and $ i. It is estimat 
ed that there are sixteen million 
pounds in pool and the average price 
was 8 cents. The total price for the 
obacco will be about $1,270,000. 

The work of the "day riders" in 
marching through many of the 
counties and asking the companies 
not to buy the 1907 crop until last 
year's crop has been disposed of, did 
no not bear fruit. Today's sale, 
however, seems to be satisfactory to 
the farmers as arrangements are 
now on foot to sell the entire crop 
of last year. Nearly all the tobacco 
in the district was in pool.

N. T. G. A- Says. No Plants 
Shall Be Set Out. 



Shelbyville, Ky., Nov. 1.— The 
National Tabacco Growers' Associa- 
tion Jjtoday unanimously adopted a 
resolution declaring against the rais- 
ing of a crop of burley tobacco next 
year. The adoption of the resolution 
as to the non-production of tobacco 
in the burley district sets at resFall 
doubts as to the attitude of the na- 
tional association. It was pointed out 
that while there is an over-supply of 
tobacco in the burley district, there 
is a scarcity of the weed in the dark 
district and non-production woukl do 
more good there. The same is true 
of various other parts of the country 
to such an extent that unanimity on 
the part of the members of the Na- 
tional Tabacco Growers' association 
could not be secured on the non-pro- 
duction plan and the project would 
be a failure as a national movement. 
As the situation now stands without 
prospect of change, the only non- 
producing district will oe the burley 
district, comprising, over thirty 
counties in Kentucky, a few in Indi- 
ana and one or two in Ohio, Spencer, 
Warrick and Perry counties in Indi- 
ana are affected. The tobacco land 
will be planted in corn.

owhere in the United States that I 
have been have I seen as magnificent 
growth of the peach. At 18 months 
from transplanting the June budded 
trees I ha*e seen 60 trees of Jewel 
variety yield this year if bushels a 
tree and sell at home in early June 
at $2.75 a bushel. I have seen Peen- 
to peach trees in the back yards of 
old settlers 19 years old still vigor- 
ous and productive and trees from 
which $10 to $34 a tree have been 
sold each year. These, however, 
received the soapsuds, waste and 
r and were manured by wood 
i from the stove and the drop- 
pings from the chickens. Such con- 
ins could not well be made gen- 
in an extensive orchard, but I 
have known a 40 acre orchard of 
'el peaches which at four years 
old yielded $12,000 worth of fruit. 

Of lands, the larger part is high 
pine and flat pine woods perhaps 
seven- tenths, and then there is one- 
tenth of what we call hammock land. 
This is where no pine grows, but oak, 
magnolia, hickory, dogwood, mul- 
berry, wild cherry and gum, grape 
vines rnn warhoo. This is our choic- 
est vegetable and tobacco land, and 
there are thousands of acres of it 
to be had at $5 to $20 an acre, ac- 
cording to location, and yet not far- 
ther than three to five miles from 
railroad Htations. The high pine 
land is the choicest for peach< 
pears, plums, oranges grape fruit, 
kumquate and loquats. It will be 
suited to chufas, peas and velvet 
beans, all of which can be profitably 
grown, as well as sweet potatoes. 
There are sections of the flat woods 
pine which are superior for berries 
and Irish potatoes, and large crops 
of crabgrass for hay are saved after 
the potatose are dug. 

Here intensive farming is the rule 
and those who are making the most 
money grow three or four crops a 
year in south central Florida. The 
northern part of Florida cannot grow 
such rotation* of crops as does the 
south and south central, except un- 
der canvass and extra heat. In the 
northern part encumbers and let- 
tuce are grown extra early by such 
means. Tne pineapple can be 
grown almost anywhere in south 
central Florida, but it is
